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THE  PROTECTION  OF

N  THE  ocean  west  of  San  Fran- 
cisco stand  the  Farallones,  Of 
these,  the  largest — the  Southeast 
Farallon  —  is  32  miles  west  of  the 
Golden  Gate.  It  is  18  miles  south  of  Point  Reyes 
and  33  miles  west  by  north  of  Montara  Point. 

This  island  is  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile 
long.  It  is  of  varying  width. 

Levelled  off  for  military  purposes  it  would 
provide  a  serviceable  area  of  more  than  a  hun- 
dred acres ;  in  other  words,  ample  space  for  an 
aviation  field  and  for  all  the  needs  and  equip- 
ments of  a  modern  fortress.

The  Protection  of  San  Francisco 


The  indented  coast  line  invites  the  construct- 
ion of  harbors  for  submarines  and  torpedo 
craft. 

If  with  the  defences  we  now  have  we  cannot 
protect  our  bridges  across  the  bay,  we  cannot 
protect  our  city. 

Should  we  not,  therefore,  instead  of  folding 
our  hands,  make  at  the  Farallones  a  new  Heligo- 
land, a  new  Gibraltar,  lest  one  day  an  enemy 
seize  them  from  us,  bottle  up  up  our  port  and 
reduce  our  San  Francisco  at  his  leisure? 

Guns  on  the  Farallones  would  command 
even,-  yard  of  the  three  narrow  ocean  channels 
that  lead  into  San  Francisco  harbor.  They  would 
command  the  outer  seas  over  a  radius  limited 
only  by  the  range  of  the  heaviest  artillery. 

Detector  instruments  installed  upon  the  isl- 
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ands  would  give  notice  of  the  approach  of  sub- 
marines or  aircraft  from  all  points  to  westward 
before  similar  instruments  could  give  similar 
warnings  on  the  mainland. 

Nevertheless  the  fortification  and  military 
equipment  of  these  islands  established  by  Nature 
as  an  outpost  within  heavy  artillery  range  of  the 
Golden  Gate  does  not  seem  ever  to  have  materi- 
ally figured  in  the  program  of  our  national  de- 
fences. 

In  view  of  the  military  methods  forecast  for 
the  next  great  war,  bombs  capable  of  sinking 
battleships,  or  of  destroying  whole  city  blocks, 
or  of  saturating  the  city  itself  with  poison  gases, 
would  probably  precede  any  particular  attack 
upon  San  Francisco  by  enemy  forces.  It  is  un- 
likely that  any  hostile  operation  which  involves 
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the  destruction  of  a  trans-bay  bridge  would  fail 
also  to  destroy  the  city  itself  and  all  shipping, 
especially  all  war-craft,  in  its  harbor.  Hope  for 
protection  from  such  an  attack  would  be  justi- 
fied by  the  existence  of  a  strong  fortress  and  base 
on  the  Farallones.  The  only  unsinkable  barrier 
against  the  advance  of  an  enemy  force  from  sea- 
ward would  be  such  a  fortress.  An  enemy  strong 
enough  to  destroy  such  a  fortress  by  artillery 
fire,  air  bombs  or  otherwise  would  hardly  tarry 
in  its  advance  for  such  a  purpose.  It  would  be 
conscious  of  its  power  more  easily  to  destroy 
all  naval  and  military  forces  on  the  mainland  to 
the  east  of  the  islands. 

But  it  is  our  duty  to  take  all  reasonable  pre- 
cautions for  the  protection  of  such  vulnerable 
and  valuable  places  as  harbors  and  coast  cities. 
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By  neglefting  to  establish  suitable  defence  works 
upon  the  Farrallones  we  are  omitting  a  reason- 
able precaution  that  involves  the  protection  of 
San  Francisco. 

The  Farallones,  as  shown  by  the  accompany- 
ing map,  form  a  group  of  which  the  one  nearest 
to  San  Francisco  is  the  Southeast  Farallon,  be- 
fore mentioned.  The  others  stretch  out  seven 
miles  in  a  northwesterly  direction  toward  Point 
Reyes.  The  northernmost  Farallon  is  within 
fourteen  miles  of  Point  Reyes;  the  Southeast 
Farallon  is  less  than  eighteen  miles  from  that 
Point. 

Vessels  moving  north  or  south  through  the 
South  Channel  would  be  within  twenty-four 
miles  of  the  Southeast  Farallon  for  most  of  the 
passage.     Those  moving  through  the  North 
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Channel  would  at  no  time  be  more  than  fifteen 
or  sixteen  miles  from  the  islands.  Thus  a  fort- 
ress on  the  Southeast  Farallon  could  protect 
from  a  stronger  enemy  any  weak  American  fleet 
or  convoy  approaching  San  Francisco  from  any 
direction. 

The  longest  range  of  Coast  Defense  guns  now 
emplaced  in  the  San  Francisco  bay  region  is 
thirty  miles;  but  the  new  16-inch  guns  carry 
much  farther.  That  is  to  say  that,  with  the 
newer  guns,  shell-fire  from  San  Francisco  should 
reach  the  Southeast  Farallon  and  vice-versa.

FORMATION. 

The  different  Companies  assembled  punctually  at  their  Engine 
Houses,  at  0  a.m.,  and  at  the  ringing  of  the  Monumental  and  Califor- 
nia fire  bells,  at  10  a.m.,  proceeded  to  take  up  position  as  follows  : 


Fmsi  Division,  Canned  uii  Battery  street,  east  side,  between  Bush 
and  California,  right  resting  on  Batten-  street. 

Second  Division,  formed  in  California  street,  north  side,  between 

Battery  and  Bansome,  right  resting  on  Battery  street. 

Third  Division,  formed  in  Sansome  street,  east  side,  between 
California  and  Bash  streets,  right  resting  on  California  street. 

Fourth  Division,  formed  in  Sansome  street,  west  side,  between 
California  and  Bush  streets,  right  resting  on  California  street. 

ROUTE. 

After  forming,  the  procession  moved  down  Battery  street  to  Mar- 
ket Square,  counter-marching  by  the  right,  up  Battery  street  to  Cali- 
fornia, up  California  to  Montgomery,  through  Montgomery  to  N\  ash- 
in-Hon,  up  Washington  to  Stockton,  along  Stockton  to  Broadway, 
down  Broadway  to  Dupout,  through  Dupontto  Clay,  down  Clay  to 
Battery,  down  Battery  to  Bu>h,  through  Bush  to  Sansome,  up  San- 
some to  the  American  Theatre,  where  the  first  and  second  divisions 
drew  up  in  close  order,  on  the  east  side  of  the  street,  right  resting 
at  the  Theatre  ;  third  and  fourth  divisions  drew  up  in  close  order, 
on  the  west  side  of  the  street,  right  resting  at  the  Theatre,  in  open 

After  depositing  the  machinery,  the  Department  marched  into  the 
Theatre,  where  the  services  of  the  day  took  place  The  Firemen 
occupied  the  Parquette  and  Gallery,  the  Dress  Circle  being  reserved 
for  Ladies.  . 

During  the  line  of  march,  the  California  Guards  tired  a  .National 
Salute  on  the  Plaza,  at  12  o'clock.

FIREMEN'S  PROCESSION, 

On  the  Second  Anniversary  of  the  Organization  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  San  Francisco,  February  22d,  1853. 


The  celebration  of  the  second  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  San  Francisco,  was  rendered  doubly  interesting 
from  its  being  the  birth-day  of  Washington  ;  there  were  therefore 
two  incentives  for  a  grand  and  enthusiastic  turn-out  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Department,  and  a  most  creditable  display  of  the  strength 
and  numbers  of  this  efficient  body  was  made.  There  has  ever  been 
shown  a  commendable  spirit  of  emulation  among  the  different  compa- 
nies to  be  foremost  in  their  endeavors  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the 
flames  in  all  instances,  and  the  same  rivalry  was  evident  in  the  decora- 
tions of  the  engines  and  the  uniforms  and  equipments  of  the  various 
companies  on  this  occasion. 

The  day  was  one  of  the  finest  of  the  season ;  the  sun  shone  with  un- 
clouded splendor — the  streets  crowded  with  citizens  who  seemed  to 
take  a  lively  interest  in  the  affair — the  sidewalks  were  lined  with 
spectators,  and  the  windows  and  doorways  along  the  route  of  the  pro- 
cession were  filled  with  ladies,  who  answered  the  enthusiastic  cheers 
of  the  Firemen  by  their  smiles  and  the  waving  of  handkerchiefs. 

The  procession  formed  in  one  of  the  principal  streets,  and  passing- 
through  a  greater  part  of  the  city  entered  the  American  Theatre  at  12 
M..  as  the  California  Guards  were  firing  a  national  salute  on  the  Plaza. 

The  display  was  so  remarkable  and  the  general  appearance  of  those 
composing  the  procession  so  creditable  to  our  city  that  we  should  in 
justice,  give  an  extended  and  separate  notice  to  each  company  ;  but  the 
limits  of  so  minute  a  work  as  this,  forbid  our  speaking  at  length  of  the 
whole.  We  cannot  forbear  to  mention  the  Lady  Washington  No.  2, 
the  California  No.  4,  the  Knickerbocker  No.  5,  the  Monumentals 
Nos.  6  and  7,  and  the  Sansome  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3, 
as  attracting  particular  attention  by  the  neatness  and  elegance  of  their 
uniforms,  the  fine  manly  bearing  of  the  members  and  the  taste  dis- 
played in  the^  decorations  put  upon  the  engines.  A  great  deal  of  ex- 
pense was  incurred  by  the  various  companies  in  the  arrangements, 
and  the  ladies  of  San  Francisco  added  their  valuable  assistance  in  or- 
namenting the  engines. 

The  procession  was  divided  into  three  divisions,  each  having  a  splen- 
did band  of  music.  After  entering  the  American  Theatre  the  house 
became  crowded,  every  place  being  occupied  and  hundreds  unable  to 
obtain  admission.  The  Theatre  was  brilliantly  lighted,  and  the  prin- 
cipal band  having  formed  in  the  Orchestra,  the  "  Star  Spangled  Ban- 
ner" was  performed,  after  which  a  prayer  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Williams.  The  Report  of  the  Firemen's  Charitable  Fund  Association 
was  read  by  Mr.  Sullivan,  giving  in  detail,  the  donations  made  by  va- 
rious societies  and  private  individuals.  Mr.  Hossefross,  the  Chief  En- 
gineer, then  introduced  Frank  M.  Pixley  Esq.  to  the  audience  as  the  ora- 
tor of  the  day.    Following  is  the  oration  delivered  on  this  occasion  : 


ADDRESS 


"  Man  is  a  military  animal — glories  in  gunpowder  and  loves  parade — 
prefers  them  to  all  things." 

It  is  an  ancient  and  venerable  custom  to  celebrate  the  re- 
turning anniversary  of  remarkable  or  interesting  events  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  of  respect,  or  the  display  of  becoming 
pageants. 

History  has  shown  the  indulgence  of  the  custom  in  all  nations 
and  ages,  from  days  of  rudest  antiquity  to  the  present  time,  and 
religion  has  sanctioned  it  by  the  exhibition  of  its  solemn  festivals. 

Agriculture,  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  philosophy  owe  to  such 
festive  pageants  much  for  their  prosperity  and  encouragement. 

Kings  have  held  their  authority  by  a  stronger  tenure  from  the 
dazzling  magnificence  of  their  coronation  ceremonies  and  by  the 
brilliancy  of  their  pompous  displays. 

Generals  have  led  forth  victorious  armies  which  became  so 
from  the  prestige  obtained  in  splendid  parade.  A  church  has 
been  assisted  to  obtain  its  control  of  the  world  from  the  regal 
grandeur  of  its  priesthood,  the  riches  of  its  vestments,  and  the 
splendor  of  its  cathedral  piles. 

Politicians  sway  the  rabble,  dethrone  kings,  build  up  empires, 
or  make  presidents  from  their  success  in  dazzling  the  public  eye. 

The  influence  of  such  parade  as  we  this  day  indulge  in  is  pro- 
ductive of  much  good. 

The  Firemen  of  San  Francisco  have  assembled  for  a  double 
purpose  upon  the  returning  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Wash- 
ington :  they  celebrate  the  organization  of  the  Department  in 
the  city  of  San  Francisco.  No  more  appropriate  day  could 
be  made  the  occasion  of  the  review  of  our  Department's  force, 
and  exhibition  of  the  efficiency  of  our  organization. 

This  day  is  no  common  one ;  next  to  the  anniversary  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  it  is  a  day  of  which  Americans 
are  proudest,  and  around  which  their  most  patriotic  and  holiest 
feelings  cluster.  It  is  the  day  which  gave  to  us  the  noblest 
specimen  of  humanity  the  world  had  ever  seen.  One  whose 
name  while  it  occupies  the  loftiest  niche  in  the  temple  of  fame, 
yet  lives  in  the  hearts  of  this  people  with  undying  affection  and 
in  all  the  vigor  and  freshness  of  youth. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  yearsago  this  day,  George  Washington 
was  born.  As  it  was  the  mystic  ceremony  of  the  Worshipers  of 
an  ancient  faith,  once  in  each  year  to  allow  the  fires  upon  their 
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domestic  hearths  to  expire,  and  then  relight  them  from  the  ever 
burning  altars  of  their  holy  temple,  so  upon  this  recurring  anni- 
versary should  the  American  people  light  anew  the  fires  of  pat- 
riotism which  burn  in  their  hearts,  and  renew  their  love  for 
republican  liberty  throughout  the  world. 

This  day  is  sacred  to  the  noblest  associations,  and  hallowed 
by  the  most  grateful  remembrances.  It  gave  to  America  its 
greatest,  to  the  world  its  best  man.  If  in  one  epoch  of  the 
world's  history  it  was  an  occasion  of  pride  to  boast  oneself  a 
Roman  citizen,  it  will  ever  be  a  loftier  boast  for  us  and  our  de- 
scendants, to  proclaim  that  we  are  of  the  land  of  Washington  ; 
a  single  prayer  should  ever  ascend  from  the  national  heart  to 
revere  his  memory,  observe  his  precepts,  and  cherish  his  great 
and  pure  example. 

Being  early  deprived  of  his  father,  it  devolved  on  his  surviv- 
ing parent  to  fit  his  mind  for  the  glorious  destiny  he  afterwards 
fulfilled  ;  without  fortune,  or  the  aid  which  rank  and  station 
sometimes  give,  he  struggled  on  through  his  youthful  years  with 
an  earnestness  of  purpose,  and  a  firmness  of  will  which  almost 
induces  one  to  believe  that  the  veil  of  the  future  had  been  raised 
before  him,  disclosing  that  pathway  which  he  afterwards  trod, 
and  which  to  this  day,  illustrated  by  the  brilliancy  and  greatness 
of  his  career,  remains  without  a  parallel  in  all  that  is  noble  in 
well  directed  ambition,  incorruptible  in  integrity,  energetic  in 
action,  and  glorious  in  patriotism.  I  need  not,  on  this  occasion, 
enter  into  the  minute  details  of  his  history,  or  recount  the  spe- 
cific acts  of  his  life,  that  made  him  what  he  was.  The  story 
has  become  as  familiar  as  household  words  ;  it  has  been  enjoined 
upon  us  in  our  youth  ;  it  has  been  made  the  study  and  admira- 
tion of  our  riper  years. 

Yet  we  cannot  wholly  claim  him.  A  great  man  belongs  to 
the  world,  and  at  this  time  his  name  and  praise  is  on  every  lip, 
his  reputation  world  wide  and  world  renowned.  Happy,  yea, 
thrice  happy  the  country  blest  with  sucji  a  man  ;  in  the  night  of 
political  darkness,  he  is  the  guiding  star  which  points  the  way  to 
safety  and  to  honor  ;  his  principles  are  our  surest  national  hope, 
his  whole  life  the  cement  which  gives  us  this  day,  though  he  has 
long  slept  witli  his  fathers,  one  constitution,  one  country,  one 
Union 

No  more  fitting  time  could  be  chosen  for  a  celebration  by  this 
Department,  than  the  birth-day  of  Washington. 

Ours  is  an  organization  voluntary,  without  reward,  and  for  the 
public  good ;  it  was  called  into  existence  by  the  mandate  of  no 
law,  and  requirement  of  no  authority  ;  it  exists  by  the  pressure 
of  no  outward  force  ;  it  is  sustained  and  encouraged  by  no  pecu- 
nionary  rccompensation,  and  with  few  exceptions,  the  efforts  of 
its  members  are  directed  by  no  .selfish  considerations  ;  most  of 
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those  I  now  address  as  firemen,  are  poor  men,  yet  they  devote 
their  lives  and  risk  their  all  for  the  preservation  of  the  lived  and 
the  property  of  others. 

If  they  love  display,  and,  as  to-day,  at  times  indulge  in  showy 
parade,  it  is  a  harmless  amusement,  and  they  are  no  less  pre- 
pared for  the  prompt  discharge  of  their  sometimes  perilous  duty ; 
for  to  be  a  working  fireman  ofttimes  require  a  fearless  and  a 
manly  courage  which  the  firemen  of  San  Francisco  have  shown, 
in  days  gone  by,  they  did  not  lack. 

Our  Association  is  also  benevolent ;  though  we  have  no  secret 
meetings  and  no  sworn  pledges  of  fraternal  fellowship,  no  other 
regalia  than  the  working  costume  which  our  labor  demands,  no 
mysterious  insignia,  no  hidden  signs,  there  is  a  bond  of  sympathy 
and  a  link  of  brotherly  feeling  which  binds  the  members  of  the 
fire  department  in  ties  of  closest  friendship. 

The  Fireman's  Charitable  Fund  Association,  which  one  year 
ago  had  reached  but  a  feeble  existence,  may  now  be  ranked  as 
one  of  the  noblast  charities  of  our  State ;  under  the  direction  of 
able  and  efficient  philanthropic  gentlemen,  who  have  spared  no 
personal  efforts  to  increase  its  fund,  by  the  exertions  of  firemen, 
and  the  assistance  of  distinguished  artists,  and  the  liberality  of 
a  portion  of  our  business  men,  this  Fund  has  within  the  year  ad- 
vanced from  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars, 
to  the  generous  amount  of  thirteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
fifty,  showing  an  increase  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  during  the 
past  year. 

We  have  cause  to  be  thankful,  that  as  yet  but  trifling  demands 
have  been  made  upon  this  fund ;  though  there  is,  at  present,  no 
pensioner  upon  our  bounty,  it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know 
that  in  the  event  of  misfortune  or  death  overtaking  any  of  our 
number  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  ample  provision  will  be 
made  for  the  unfortunate  in  their  distress  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  constitution  of  this  association  will  be  so  changed,  that 
should  a  wife  or  child  be  left  t<^  mourn  the  loss  of  all  they  hold 
dear  on  earth,  firemen  may  not  only  offer  their  tears  in  consola- 
tion of  the  afflicted  ones,  but  may  be  able  to  afford  a  more  tan- 
gible relief,  in  admitting  them  to  the  benefit  of  the  Charitable 
Fund  Association. 

Our  department,  through  their  Board  of  Delegates,  and  by 
petition,  have  asked  our  law-givers  that  we  be  exempt  from  the 
discharge  of  jury  duty ;  this  exemption  is  customary  in  other 
States  ;  we  think  it  proper  and  without  vanity  we  claim  to  do 
our  share  of  public  service  ;  we  believe  we  devote  sufficient  time 
to  the  public  good,  and  risk  enough  for  the  public  weal,  without 
having  this  additional  burthen  of  public  duty  devolve  upon  us  ; 
besides,  few  of  us  are  property  owners,  and  consequently  few  of 
us  become  involved  in  litigation,  to  require  reciprocal  favors  ; 
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and  for  personal  difficulties  I  am  proud  to  say  we  have  been  dis- 
graced by  none,  and  in  no  instance  required  the  interposition  of 
the  law  to  preserve  the  harmony,  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  de- 
partment. 

It  has  been  urged,  that  to  exempt  firemen  from  jury  duty, 
would  withdraw  too  many  good  men  from  the  panel  of  the  sheriff, 
as  the  firemen  of  this  city  are  composed  of  our  best  citizens, 
and  the  public  interest  would  suffer  by  the  enactment  of  such  a 
law.  While  we  admit  the  truth  of  the  premises,  we  deny  the 
correctness  of  the  deductions,  and  though  we  are  susceptible  to 
the  flattery,  we  are  not  willing  for  it  to  forego  our  rights  ;  for  to 
exempt  active  working  firemen,  would  withdraw  less  than  nine 
hundred  men  from  the  present  panel,  many  of  whom  are  exempt 
from  other  causes.  This,  out  of  a  population  of  forty  thousand, 
would  be  but  slightly  felt ;  and  should  our  legislators  refuse  us 
the  boon  we  ask  for  so  flattering  a  reason,  we  might  allow  our 
vanity  to  go  so  far  as  to  believe  ourselves  too  good  for  duty, 
our  hands  too  delicate  for  the  brakes,  our  garments  too  fine  to 
be  soiled  with  charred  timbers  and  muddy  water,  our  lungs  too 
weak  to  breath  the  smoky  atmosphere  of  a  conflagration,  and 
our  nerves  too  delicate  to  mingle  in  the  wild  havoc  produced  by 
the  destroying  flame. 

Had  Phillips'  fire  annihilator  accomplished  all  its  patentees 
and  their  agents  promised  for  it,  we  had  reason  to  believe  our 
occupation  gone  ;  but  recent  thorough  experiments  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  have,  I  think,  been  sufficient 
to  convince  its  authors  and  the  public,  that  however  interesting 
the  experiment  may  be  to  the  chemical  scholar,  however  ingen- 
ious the  combination  of  gasses,  and  however  successful  in  destroy- 
ing flame  confined  to  a  small  compass,  and  uninfluenced  by  the 
free  circulation  of  air,  that  it  is  powerless  and  inoperative  to 
resist  a  raging  flame,  or  when  headway  has  been  obtained,  to 
impede  its  consuming  course. 

Science  cannot  yet  dispense  wjth  firemen ;  water  is  the  great 
natural  antagonist  of  flame  ;  to  use  the  water  successfully,  good 
machinery,  strong  arms,  and  willing  hearts  are  demanded ;  to 
control  all,  careful  and  prudent  officers  are  required.  All  tbeso 
essentials  are  embraced  in  our  department,  and  amid  the  pre- 
vailing winds  of  our  climate  there  is  no  probability  that  the 
annihilator  will  succeed  in  annihilating  the  fire  department, 
dispensing  with  the  necessities  of  our  existence,  or  even  become 
a  rival  of  whom  it  would  be  worth  our  while  to  get  jealous,  as 
we  undoubtedly  should,  had  its  operations  been  entirely  success- 
ful ;  for  as  the  soldier  loves  the  ensanguined  field  and  the  havoc 
of  the  fight,  so  the  fireman  loves  the  battle  of  the  raging  flame, 
and  the  fierce  conflict  of  the  red  fire  king. 

Our  department  is  in  a  most  prosperous  and  efficient  condition 
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at  present.  Its  progress  during  the  last  year  lias  been  most 
rapid,  —  its  efforts  most  successful.  It  will  not  be  found  unin- 
teresting to  contrast  its  present  condition  witli  the  one  it  occupied 
one  year  ago,  and  show  what  it  has  done  during  the  current  year. 

The  orator  upon  our  last  anniversary  in  speaking  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Department,  stated  that  it  was  composed  of  eight 
companies  and  six  hundred  men,  since  which  time  three  new 
companies  have  been  added  to  the  Department,  Vigilant, 
Crescent  and  Pennsylvania.  Monumentals  No.  6,  7  and  8 
have  been  disbanded,  and  the  original  force  of  the  three  com- 
panies reduced  to  two.  Protection  has  also  been  disbanded  and 
Lady  Washington  admitted  and  assigned  its  number.  Thero 
are  now  in  existence  ten  Fire  Engine  Companies,  and  two 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies,  with  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six 
active  working  members.  California,  Empire  and  Knicker- 
bocker Companies  have  been  provided  with  new  first  class 
engines,  and  are  manned  with  a  full  compliment  of  men.  Mon- 
umental, No.  6,  and  Pennsylvania  have  ordered  from  Baltimore 
and  Philadelphia  new  first  class  engines  of  the  most  approved 
modern  construction. 

The  Common  Council  with  becoming  liberality,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  his  honor  the  Mayor,  has  ex- 
pended something  more  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  the 
wants  of  the  Department  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  through 
the  Chief  Engineer  there  has  been  ordered  six  thousand  feet  of 
New  York  standard  hose,  which  is  to  be  divided  among  the 
different  companies,  and  wliich  has  heretofore  been  much 
needed. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  there  has  been 
added  to  the  available  supply  of  water  in  public  reservoirs, 
four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand  gallons,  and  there  is  now 
in  process  of  construction  additional  reservoirs  which  will  be 
completed  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  furnish  the  Department 
one  million  of  gallons.  This,  together  with  what  is  contained 
in  private  reservoirs,  and  furnished  from  the  Bay  upon  the 
water  front,  will  be  ample  to  depend  upon  until  such  time  as 
the  contemplated  water  works  will  furnish  an  exhaustless 
supply. 

There  has  been  during  the  past  year  one  hundred  and  two 
alarms,  of  which  number  sixty-one  originated  from  actual  fires, 
or  were  what  would  have  resulted  in  conflagrations,  had  they  not 
been  timely  arrested ;  yet  from  all  these  fires  there  has  been 
destroyed  the  insignificant  amount  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  worth  of  property, 
as  estimated  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  making  an  agreeable  con- 
trast with  the  fearful  amount  destroyed  in  preceding  years, 
when  the  Fire  Department  had  not  been  fully  organized.  In 
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the  year  1850,  seven  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  property  was  de- 
stroyed ;  in  1851,  over  ten  millions.  From  such  statistics  as 
these  some  idea  may  be  obtained  of  the  necessity  and  benefit  of 
such  an  organization  as  ours ;  some  idea  may  be  obtained  of 
the  amount  of  obligation  the  property  owners  of  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  are  under  to  its  Fire  Department.  And  the  Depart- 
ment has  sufficiently  demonstrated  the  fact  that  for  discipline 
organization  and  effective  service,  it  is  not  excelled  by  any  of 
our  Union. 

The  statistics  which  I  have  read,  show  that  our  department 
is  at  present  in  a  most  prosperous  and  flourishing  condition.  So 
fast  as  the  requirements  and  wants  of  our  city  have  demanded, 
so  fast  we  have  kept  pace.  It  is  a  great  boost  that  we  have 
been  able  so  to  do,  for  her  speed  has  been  truly  wonderful.  We 
need  but  turn  the  attention  of  the  three  years  resident  backward 
to  point  t"  the  grandest  consummation  that  has  startled  the 
world  in  this  age  of  wonderful  achievements.  So  brief  a  time 
since  was  it  when  we  read  of  the  Pacific  coast  as  an  unknown 
land.  To  the  enterprize  of  the  world  it  was  unknown ;  an 
enervated  race  of  men  led  a  listless  life  of  pleasure,  content  to 
chase  the  wild  cattle  and  sport  the  whirring  lasso  over  their 
unfenccd  plains.  Mountains,  whose  gorges  and  cations  now 
re-echo  the  noise  of  industrious  working  men,  were  the  silent 
haunts  of  the  beast ;  waters,  where  now  floats  a  magnificent 
commerce,  bearing  to  us  its  tribute  from  every  land,  lay  silent 
and  undisturbed.  Though  Mammon  shaped  us  into  existence,  a 
better  divinity  has  shaped  our  ends.  The  Penates  sit  upon  our 
hearths,  and  the  household  gods  cluster  round  our  homes.  Our 
glory  is  not  yet  achieved,  nor  our  position  assumed  ;  our  career 
has  but  just  commenced,  for  our  city,  for  our  State,  and  for  our- 
selves. There  is  an  opening  field  of  prosperity  and  path  of  ad- 
vancement, the  entrance  upon  which  we  have  just  commenced. 
It  is  to  the  young  men  emphatically,  that  California  owes  all  she 
at  present  possesses  of  prosperity,  and  all  that  she  may  hope  to 
achieve  in  the  way  of  greatness.  They  dared  the  perils  of  dan- 
gerous passages  to  her  shores,  they  endured  the  hardships  of  the 
pioneer  lifej  and  to  them  belongs  the  credit  and  the  fruits  of  the 
achievement. 

Standing  upon  the  grave  of  six  buried  centuries,  we  look 
through  the  whole  history  of  the  past  in  vain  for  a  parallel  to 
the  wonderful  growth  of  this  magic  city.  There  have  been  in- 
stances in  the  world's  career,  where  some  conquering  army,  at 
the  mandate  of  a  tyrant,  have  built  or  destroyed  cities  in  a  brief 
period  ;  but  none  where  the  enterprize  of  a  free  people,  influ- 
enced by  self-interest  alone,  have  left  the  homes  of  their  birth, 
the  houses  of  their  fathers,  nnd  built  up  on  the  solemn  shores  of 
a  distant  ocean,  so  proud  a  metropolis  as  the  one  we  now  inhabit. 
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It  seems  to  have  sprung  from  the  womb  of  earth,  with  all  the 
strength  and  vigor  of  a  resolute  manhood.  The  fabled  goddess, 
who  leapt  from  the  head  of  Jove,  stood  bewildered  as  she  saw 
the  light.  Not  so  it ;  from  the  first  we  have  been  calm  in  the 
consciousness  of  a  successful  future,  confident  in  the  possession 
of  inherent  strength.  Our  harbor  received  the  commerce  of  an 
extensive  ocean,  a  thousand  islands  of  the  sea  send  tribute  to 
our  shores,  the  riches  of  a  continent  were  poured  profusely  into 
our  commercial  lap,  the  wave,  the  mountain,  and  the  plain  all 
yielded  up  their  wealth  in  generous  recompense  of  industrious 
toil ;  though  all  nations  were  represented  in  our  streets,  and  an 
hundred  tongues  mingled  their  Babel  voices,  the  goddess  of  order 
has  calmly  presided  over  all,  and  the  problem  of  man's  capabil- 
ity of  self-government  has,  in  this,  its  last  demonstration,  been 
most  convincing.  From  our  shores,  missionaries  of  republican- 
ism go  forth  to  proselyte  the  world. 

That  the  permanent  prosperity  of  a  city  like  this  owes  much 
to  the  department  I  now  address,  its  past  history  will  sufficiently 
demonstrate. 

Ere  our  organization  became  perfect,  and  before  it  had  at 
its  command  the  essential  requisites  necessary  for  effective 
labor,  our  city  was  ofttimes  destroyed,  and  an  aggregate  amount 
of  twenty  millions  dollars  of  property  were  swept  away.  I  re- 
member the  morning  of  the  fourth  of  May,  1851,  when  it  was 
literally  a  mass  of  smouldering  ruins  ;  destruction  had  swept 
across  it  as  with  a  besom ;  here  and  there  a  fire-proof  brick 
building  stood  to  show  what  we  once  had  been ;  ruined  men, 
with  desponding  hearts,  walked  silently  through  the  charred  and 
burning  streets,  or  silently  gazed  among  the  smoking  embers  of 
their  yesterday's  wealth  ;  forms  usually  light  and  gay,  were 
bent  in  sorrowful  meditation  of  the  universal  ruin ;  upon  all 
countenances  was  stamped  the  impression  of  anxious  fear.  The 
American  heart,  usually  so  stout  to  resist  calamities  and  to  pre- 
serve hope  under  desperate  circumstances,  almost  gives  way : 
the  loss  of  eight  millions  of  property,  the  destruction  of  life,  and 
the  growing  conviction  that  our  city  was  doomed  for  continuous 
devastation  by  fire,  was  sufficient  to  appal  the  stoutest  hearts. 
True,  by  the  resistless  energy  and  unconquerable  enterprise  of 
our  people,  our  city  rose  from  its  ruins  to  more  than  its  former 
splendor,  like  the  classic  bird,  with  more  beauteous  plumage,  we 
rose  from  our  ashes,  and  soared  to  a  loftier  flight ;  yet  for  many 
months,  who  can  forget  the  sensations  of  fear  and  dread  which 
struck  the  hearts  of  our  citizens  at  the  sound  of  the  alarm  bell. 
With  its  stroke  at  noon  or  midnight,  appalled  men  and  affrighted 
women  rushed  frantic  at  the  sound ;  our  streets  became  alive 
with  an  excited  multitude.  Fire  was  regarded  as  a  fearful  ad- 
versary, dreaded  and  unconquerable.    The  diurnal  winds  which

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previa!  during  our  summer  months,  made  many  fear  the  element 
irresistible,  and  the  fire  department  powerless  of  good.  No  such 
impression  found  lodgment  in  the  hearts  of  the  firemen ;  they 
knew  that  to  adventitious  circumstances  were  attributable  these 
calamities  ;  that  had  they  neccessary  apparatus  and  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  water,  they  would  yet  prove  triumphant ;  and 
they  labored  to  effect  a  better  organization,  and  to  procure  the 
requisites  for  efficient  action.  By  their  own  enterprise,  by  the 
assistance  of  our  municipal  authorities,  by  the  untiring  energy 
of  our  Chief  Engineer  and  his  assistants,  a  total  change  has 
been  effected.  Fancy  firemen  have  been  dropped  from  our  active 
lists,  and  clever  gentlemen,  who  were  rather  ornamental  than 
useful,  have  had  their  places  supplied  with  working  men.  Old 
machinery  has  been  improved,  new  procured,  and  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  water  furnished.  At  the  tap  of  the  bell,  no 
department  in  the  world  presents  a  more  instantaneous,  systemat- 
ic and  cheerful  response.  Even  now  the  reign  of  the  fire-king 
has  passed,  and  this  red-handed  terror  of  the  former  day  has 
succumbed  to  a  nobler  and  more  powerful  foe.  Our  citizens 
sleep  calmly  in  their  beds,  our  property  owners  rest  content  in 
the  security  of  their  possessions,  by  reason  of  their  increased 
confidence  in  the  fire  department. 

Thus  much  have  I  deemed  it  proper  to  say  of  our  Depart- 
ment. I  have  demonstrated  the  peculiar  necessity  of  its 
existence  in  this  city ;  what  it  has  already  accomplished  and 
what  it  is  yet  prepared  to  do.  We  have  improvements  yet  to 
make,  machinery  to  procure,  houses  to  build,  and  money  to  ex- 
pend. In  confidence  we  look  to  the  community  among  whom 
we  exist,  and  for  whom  we  labor,  to  furnish  the  necessary 
requirements  for  effective  service.  We  trust  we  shall  not  look 
in  vain. 

Gentlemen  members  of  the  Department :  we  now  seperate 
from  the  celebration  of  our  second  anniversary,  and  the  anni- 
versary of  his  birth  whom  a  nation  in  its  pride  styles  Father ; 
the  anniversary  of  that  day  upon  which  the  germ  of  true 
Republicanism  took  root,  and  gave  vitality  to  that  principle 
which  is  already  revolutionizing  the  nations  of  the  earth ;  the 
resonance  of  whose  mighty  tread  in  its  march  across  a  con- 
tinent has  reverberated  throughout  a  world,  and  awoke  man  to  the 
contemplation  of  his  manhood,  and  the  earnest  endeavor  to  work 
out  the  great  purpose  of  Ins  existence. 

If,  gentlemen,  these  remarks  shall  in  any  degree  increase 
your  patriotic  feelings,  or  excite  one  new  emotion  of  veneration 
for  the  fame  and  memory  of  Washington,  or  shall  serve  to 
encourage  you  in  the  continuance  of  your  public  spirited  and 
disinterested  vocation,  it  will  prove  a  sufficient  reward  to  one 
whom  you  have  honored  by  selecting  him  to  deliver  this  address.
